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More  Money  Will  Be  Asked 
For  Theological  Education 


sayist,  said,  "Men  ought.to  take 
heed  of  rending  God’s  church 
by  two  kinds  of  controversy. 
The  one  is,  when  the  matter  of 
the  point  controverted  is  too 
smali  and  light,  not  worth  the 
heat  and  strife  about  it  kindled 
only  by  contradiction. 

The  other  is,  when  the  matter 
of  the  point  controverted  is 
great,  but  is  driven  to  an  ovA- 
great  subllty  and  obscurity;  so 
that  it  becometh  a  thing  rathei' 
ingenioua  than  substantiab’’ 

Controversies  Tempted 

Many  church  and  denomina¬ 
tional  controversies  are  tempted 
at  these  two  points;  in  the  first 
instance  the  iasuea  are  Insigni¬ 
ficant  and  trivial;  while  in  the 
ancoad.  tbo  iaann  might  be  .stg- 
nlflcant.  but  tha  issue*  are  giv¬ 
en  second  billing,  while  the 
spotlight  is  kept  on  personali¬ 
ties  involved. 

In  any  controversy  it  might  be 
well  to  ask  several  questions: 

1.  Do  we  have  all  of  yie  facta 
available?  Truth  is  never  found 
down  the  road  of  ignorance,.  All 
colors  look  alike  in  the  dark. 
You  may  reach  a  tentative  con¬ 
clusion  through  the  lack  of 
facts,  but  you  do  npt  really  re¬ 
solves  basic  differences.  Many 
controveries  would  never  arise 
if  both  parties  involved  would 
take  the  time  to  get  the  uncon- 
trovertable  facts. 

2.  Are  the  fruits  of  the  contro¬ 
versy  reslly  worth  cuPivsting 
and  picking?  Is  the  question  sig¬ 
nificant  or  Is  it  incidental?  Is 

>  thdhe  a  possibility  of  taking  the 
seed  of  a  small  controversy  and 
finding  that  when  it  is  planted 
six  large  controversies  have 
grown  in  its  place?

It  says  that  “in  recent  years, 
the  total  amount  of  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  support  given  to 
the  seminaries  has  generally  av¬ 
eraged  between  $300  and  8400 
for  each  full-time  student  per 
year.

For  years  we  personally  have  contended  that  Jesus 
WM  stating  the  truth  with  characteristic  accuracy  when  he 
said  “For  as  Jonas  was  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the 
whale’s  belly;  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  three  days  and 
thrw  nights  in  the  heart  of  the  earth."
